Single Term 
Is Advocated 


Drift Toward One- 
Man Government 
Is Observed 


WASHINGTON -(/P)— The idea of 


limiting presidential terms by a con- 
stitutional amendment was advocated 
Wednesday by Thomas Jefferson Co- 
olidge, a former administration official 
Dr. William Alfred Eddy, who said 
he was a New Deal Democrat, and 
James Truslow Adams, historian. 


Views of all three were presented 


at a hearing before a senate judi- 
ciary subcommittee headed by Sen 
ator Burke (Dem., Neb.) a third 
term foe and author of an amendmen. 
to limit tenure of any president to a 
single term of six years. 


Coolidgt, a Boston banker who was 


undersecretary of the Treasury in the 
early days of the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration, urged such a limitation as 
Burke proposed to offset a great in- 
crease in executive power which he 
said might be used '"to perpeutate 
the ruler." 


"We have seen definite eand open 


steps taken to extend the power of 
the executive over that of congress 
•and of the Supreme Court even to 
the point of interference in state el- 
ections and in attempting to appoint 
additional judges," he declared. 


Senator Burke read into the rec- 


ord a statement by Adams, the his- 
torian, urging an amendment limit- 
ing presidential tenure to two four- 
year terms. While saying he did not 
believe President Roosevelt wanted to 
"play the role of dictator," Adams 
said the limitation would be wise in 
view of a world tide "toward one- 
man government."

Vesey Talks 
on Refunding 


Urges Voters to 
Consider Well 
Before Ballot 


Attornty John P. Vesey, principal 


speaker at the regular meeting pf 
the Kiwanis club at Hotel Barlpy 
Wednesday, reminded the club that 
the state of Arkansas still owed 
137 million dollars worth of callable 
bonds and that only 244 million had 
been paid to retire this debt since 
1924. 


"Although defeat caused Gov. Bailey 


to drop his refunding bill if \vjll 
still remain on the ticket to be voted 
on in, November and many voters do 
not really know what they are vot- 
ing for," he continued. • 


Mr. Vesey outlined three principal 


points that the people will be votr 
ing for: 1. To set aside a.fund for 
the maintenance of roads; 2. To set 
up revenue for the retirement of the 
indebtness and 3. Give the governor 
the right to appoint his own board. 
Under this last condition he pointed 
out that the governor could refund 
at any rate he wants to piovided it 
does not exceed the present rate and 
nobody could question his authority to 
do so. 


"The people of Arkansas pay the 


highest taxes on gasoline and motor 
license in the U. S.," he stated, "and 
if the refunding is handled right there 
is no reason why it can't be lowered 
and for the state 4o build conciete 
roads and highways too." 


He urged the people to carefully 


study the bill before passing op "it.

Britain's Tax 100 Per Cent 


In Great Britain last June the 
Chancellor of the Eexchequer pre- 
sented a bill levying a tax of 100 
per cent on all profits greater than 
those 'earned in so-called standard 
yearsr-roainly .the-three years before 
the war. 


Provision was made for specific cas- 


es whei'C this tax would have work- 
ed genuine hardship.
